UNITED NATIONS — A 
German woman hijacker 
aboard the Air FTance air¬ 
liner seized by pro-Palestinian 
guerrilla* over Athens last 
June 27 declared. "Every¬ 
thing is OK.: the army is at 
the airport" when the plane 
landed at Entebbe airport in 
Uganda, the Security Council 
was told E'riday. 

Israeli Amliassador CTialm 
Herzog said the entire hijack¬ 
ing was <Mje of collusion from 
iK^nlng to end on the part 
of the Uganda government. 

He was addressing the 
(*ouncil on the first day of the 
debate called by African 
countries tollowing Israel'* 
commando raid on .Entebbe 
airport which free d more than 
1(K) hostages. 

E'arlier. Ugandan Fo**eign 
Minister Juma Oris a.sked the 
council to i-ondemn what he 
called "Israers barbaric, un- 
provoked. unwarranted 
aggression." He also demand- 
eil full compensation from 
Lsracl for the loss of lives and 
pniperty damage. ^

never condone air piracy, and 
if 'S untrue that Ugandan 
authorities had collaborated 
with the hijackers of the 
E'rench airliner.

"After the passengers h^d 
been concentrated in the ter¬ 
minal'* large hall.” Hcrzqg 
said. "Amin was seen erh- 
bracing and shaking hands 
with the hijackers." 


in the first 24 hours, guard 
duty was done by Ugandan 
troops and tlie hijackers were 
not in sight, he charged. 
When the hijackers returned 
refreshed, the Ugandan sol¬ 
diers suiipHed them with sub- 
machine-guns to guard the hi¬ 
jacked i>assengcrs. 

The hijackers had two cai^ 
driven by Ugandans, one of 
whom was uniformed; they 
received logistic aid. sufb- 
machine-gun.s, pistols and ex¬ 
plosives, and were given a 
mobHe emnmuni^tions set.

including about seven of¬ 
ficials, flew here. 

The Canadian government 
has aaid it will not permit the 
Taiwan,athletes to entet Can¬ 
ada imleM they drop the 
name Republio of China. 

Chang Hsu, a epokeeman 
for the group, said the Tai¬ 
wanese are “in a period of 
waiting and hoping for final 
clearance.

norms for deeliitg with terror¬ 
ists. 

“I em in no way sitting in 
the dock as the accused 
party/’ Herzog sgld. “On the 
contrary. I gtand here es en 
eccuser np behalf of the free 
end deceitt people ia tbta 
world. 

“I stand here as an ac- 
rueer nf Pie ounbice that 
because of evil design or lack 
of mcM*aI backbone, have col- 
tahorated with these blood¬ 
thirsty teirorists. I etand here 
as an accuser of this world or¬ 
ganization. the United Na¬ 
tions. which has been unable, 
because of the machinations 
of the Arab delegates and 
their supporters, to co-or¬ 
dinate effective measures in 
ofder to combat the evil of 
world terrorism,” Herzog 
said.

Kasina said Kenya gave 
permission for Israeli aircraft 
tn land at Naiira/hf after the 
raid on humanitarian 
grounds, in accordance with 
international law, to care tor 
injured persons.

LONDON (ReuterV — A 
new drug treatment has dra> 
matically improved the eui^ 
vival rate d children sutfer- 
kig from the tatal bktod dis* 
ease leukemia, a ppacialist 
said Friday. 

The .technique pioneered In 
the U.S., inv^ilving a oorobina- 
tkxi of drugs given in high 
doses, has been used at sevei<^^ 
a] British hospitals since 1970. 

Doctons say it is too'cariy to 
describe the therapy as a 
breakthrough, but they are 
cautkusly optimistic it may 
at last he possible Id cure 
some victims. 

Leukemia, a form of 
cancer, often strikes children 
and young aduits. Before 1970 
about half its victims died 
wittfrt -W months of contract-' 
ing acute leukemia. 

But at an Edinburgh hospi< 
tal 47 children have been 
treated since 1970 of whom 32 
are still alive and well, said 
Wood speetalist Dr. Hizabetti 
Innee.

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Horror show' 


I T WAS A YEAR AGO After a particularly bad 
accidMt weekend that a group of citlzeni of 
Prince George embarked on an all-out campaign to 
ehenge driving habits in and around the interior city. 

, Seven young people had just been killed in a scries of 
crashes and the shock of it motivated formation of a 
committee to "take the car out of carnage.” 

What moved the group to action became the basis 
»f the campaign: pour on the blood, lay out the. 
splintered bones, take the sheet off the maiming—let 
one and all see in all its vividness the resulU of wild 
driving aiiirperhaps the horror of the madness will 
slow the race toward death. 

Many of the carnage committee had been con¬ 
fronted with the scene all too often, members of the 
local detachnnent of the RCMP, ambulance crews, 
hospital staff and, of course, the doctors of the citv. 

They enlisted the support of the local newspaper, 
television and radio people among others and decided 
on "a no-holds-barred shock campaign” which, in the 
words of one of the instigators. Dr. Tully Chambers, 
"was the only thing we could think of doing.” 

In the first month of the "horror show” accident 
statistics began to Improve. There was only one driv¬ 
ing fatality in the area and the over-all nun-.ber of acci¬ 
dents was down considerably from the same period of 
the previous year. 

And now, after 12 months of displaying the 
realltlse—the agony of victims of driving accidents 
and the grief of their families and friends—it's "cam” 
not "car” that is being taken from carnage. The "age” 


of safer driving could well be a Prince George boast. 

The number of road fatalities has dropped tf.6 per 
cent in the year to date. And the number of Injured is 
fewer by 212 than the 667 of the previous year. Acci¬ 
dents In which sicohol was involved decreased in 
number from 373 to IN and while the provincial acci¬ 
dent rate is lower since the reduction of speed limits, 
it hasn't Improved nearly as well as the Prince George 
showing. 

Statistics on the seriousness of injuries in the 4SS 
accidents during the year are not available, but 
there hasn’t been as much suffering. "We know this 
from talking to the doctors on duty in the hospital 
emergency ward,” says Jim Frey, chairman of the 
carnage committee who is regional superintendent of 
the B.C: Motor Vehicle Office. 

He says also: "Although it is not as important, 
carnage not only saves lives, it saves money. The 
number of property damage accidents has decreased 
as well.” 

A cutting of hospital operation costs follows, but 
as he says, it is the saving of lives that Is most Impor¬ 
tant and Prince George is showing a way it can be 
done. 

There are other areas of the province with acci¬ 
dent records as spectacular or nearly so as the 
northern city was piling up before its "no-holds- 
barred” campaign started, which should be getting the 
message that wu summed up after the flrst month of 
the campaign, In its own vein: 

"Carnage Is slowing the flow of flood with 
curdling.” 


Anti-smoking drive 


C ALIFORNIA AND BRITISH Columbia have more 
in common than being in the Far West and 
relatively prosperous. California has about a tenth of 
the population of the United States, and British Colum¬ 
bia about a tenth of the population of Cahada. Califor¬ 
nia and British Columbia have been for some time the 
fastest-growing state and province in their respective 
countries — and both are experiencing a slowdown in 
this respect, or perhaps eveif a pause in growth. 

There are other similarities, and it may be ap¬ 
propriate to suggest that one more could be devised, 
meaning in this case that we could be copycats. 

It looks as If California is going to pass legislation 
through which smokers would pay for a massive cam¬ 
paign against smoking. The proposal is to raise the 
state tax on cigarettes to yield an estimated $7 million 
for an 18-month program of anti-smoking messages on 
radio and television, in newspapers and magazines and 
on billboards. 

In an article in The Christian Science Monitor, the 
California measure is described by legal experts as 
setting precedents, if passed, by becoming the first 
statute desigried to raise money to protect smokers 
from their own smoke, and the first providing for the 
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Washington Calling

financing entirely by smokers of a major campaign to 
seek to eliminate the smoking habit. 

The plan has Its opponents. 

"I don't like smoking,” state Senator H. L. 
Richardson is quoted as saying, "but I'm not about to 
impose a tax on a particular group of people just 
because they smoke." 

On the other hand the sponsor of the bill, state 
Senator Arlen Gregorio, says: "We’re spending many 
times this amount of money In medical payments to 
finance state help for victims” of smoking. 

Or to put it in different words, it’s not wrong to tax 
a particular group of people because they create a par¬ 
ticular problem, a costly one, and one that many of 
them would like to see overcome, 

They already are taxed heavily, not “just because 
they smoke” but because they are a good source of 
revenue. When the B.C. tobacco tax was raised in 
March by the equivalent of four cents for a package of 
25 cigarettes, the yield was estimated at |10 million. 

The proposed tax Increase in California is the 
equivalent of a quarter of a cent for a similar package, 
and it could bring the salvation of many smokers. 
British Columbia should take note.

What of the next 100 years?

But a newly elected preal- 
dent cannot conceal the fact 
that we are becoming two na¬ 
tions and that those two 
separate nations have very lit- 
tie contact one with the ether.

There 
they were attacked by ghetto 
dwellers with at least one dead, 
a number injured and cars 
heavily damaged.

They are people on term 
contract—temporarily em¬ 
ployed, you see, and so not to 
be charged against the “man 
years " requistioned from 
Treasury Board, ("man 
years,” of course, is the 
federal bureaucratic term for 
people on the regular 
departmental payroll, so those 
on contract don’t count.) 

But 800 on contract? 

No, only some. The others 
are "seconded." that is, bor¬ 
rowed from other departments 
and chargeable to them, not 
the board. 

If they are being replaced 
while on loan to the board, then 
staff is being added to the huge 
federal public service 
establishment—up 31 per cent 
in six years and still climbing- 
and it is costing the taxpayers 
more every day. 

If substitutes are not being 
hired temporarily to replace 
those on loan, the departments 
didn't need the staff ui the first 
place. 

Wuteful either way? Sure, 
but don't look at the Anti- 
Inflation Board—Its staff is 
still 200.

Out of the little league of 
township councils, the federal 
Liberals have brought what has 
to be a big-league performer.

Admiral hopes way can be found 

Can Canada return as maritime power?

' "Vice-Admiral Dou^ Boyle, commander of the Cana¬ 
dian Forces, Maiitime Command, says be hopes a way can 
be found for Canada to play a bigger maritime role In years 
to come. 

Boyle wants to see Canada regain its position as a 
maritime power. 

"We are a trading nation, and if you are a trading nation 
you have to have a maritime force.’’ be said in an interview. 

“I mean the ability to carry your cargoes and to tran¬ 
sport them. Otherwise, your nationhood will be limited. No 
nation has ever become a great nation without seapower." 

Canada’s merchant marine dropped from the fourth- 
largest in the srorld after the Second World War to Mth by 
1966. 

"If we don't have the ability to carry the goods that sre 
produce in the years ahead, thm we will be a nation in the 
hands of other nations,” Boyle said. 

However, be said he is not advocating a subsidized 
Canadian merchant fleet.

Manning 

ferries 

As a former professional 
seafaring person. I have read 
with interest in our newspapers 
the reports concerning tte con¬ 
troversy between B.C. Ferry 
officers and their management 
with respect to manning and 
saflety problems. 

I have read that Mr. Davis, 
the Minister of Transport, has 
made the point that the new 
and large Washington State 
Ferries are manned by a crew 
of 14 and, lirdolng so, comply 
with safety standards. Recent¬ 
ly. 1 travelled on the large 
Washington State ferry 
Kaleetin that runs between 
Anacortes and Sidney and, 
while aboard, had the oppor¬ 
tunity to talk with the captain 
about his crew. Apart from Mr. 
Davis' contention, each ferry 
shift Is manned by a crew of 19. 
including the catering staff and 
the orew is comprised of the 
' following: Captain, mate, four 
able seamen, one of wbm is 
tbs boatswain, two ordinary 
seamen, one watchman (a 
qualified seaman), chief 
engineer, assistant engineer, 
two oilers, one matron 
(stewardess), five catering 
staff. The crew, apart from 
catering staff are trained and 
qualified by United States 
Coast Guard standards. The 
catering staff,, although they 
work for a catering organiza¬ 
tion, are trained on boari to be 


an integral part of the crew in 
an emergesicy. The vessel has 
no lifeboats, only a rapidly 
handRd system of llferafts and 
two high speed, easily 
launched, utility launches 
powered by inboard engines. 
The crew of 19. rather than 14, 
is no doubt adequate consider¬ 
ing the lifesaving equipment on 
the ship which, of course, 
meets U.S. Coast Guard stan¬ 
dards. 

On the large B.C. Ferries 
that run between Vancouver 
Island and the Mainland I see 
four cumbersome-looking 
lifeboats and sis liferaft 
launching stations. From my 
experience at sea. I know that 
launching and manning 
lifeboats such as I observe 
would call for a high degree of 
seamanship training. I would 
think to efficiently launch and 
man such boats would call fof 
at least eight crew members. 
Four boats. 32 crew Involved. I 
have read In the press that the 
ferry captains make the point 
that the bundled llferafts weigh 
in excess of 300 pounds a^ 
have to be carried from their 
boxes to the launching position 
by crew members and, und« 
the present manning condi¬ 
tions, catering staff male and 
female are often too small and 
slight to carry the rafts. 

I have been told on board a 
B.C. Ferry that a large fer^ 
now has only four seamen who 
may, or may not be Able 
Seamen by Ministry of Tran¬ 
sport qualification. It would 
seem logical that the four

seamen would be involved in 
the clearing away and 
launching of lifeboats — a 
seamanllke task — and cater^ 
big staff, etc. would man the 
six llferafts stations. 

On one ferry that I travelled 
on I was told that due to the 
manning sltuatloo there are 
]ust about daUy crew changes 
due to time off due, vacation, 
sidmess, etc. and that this adds 
to the problem of maintaing an 
efficient crew so far as 
emergency procedures are con¬ 
cerned. 

It would seem to me, out of 
my Interest in marine matters, 
that a logical comparison 
between a Washbigton State 
ferry, manned and equipped as 
she is, and a B.C. Ferry with 
her four lifeboats and six 
liferaft stations cannot be 
made. Obviously, a B.C. Ferry 
requires a Igrger and a very 
w^ trained crew.

The Iroquois was the centre of attractioa for an es¬ 
timated 10,000 visitors during her.stay in New York before 
heading for Halifax Wednesday. The pier where she berthed 
had to be closed off because of the huge crowds. 

In the shipboard interview. Boyle found the perfect set¬ 
ting as the tall ships and man-of-war dotted tbs harbor, 
drawing millions of watchers. 

He predicted that with fuel oils becoming so expensive 
and possible shortages, sail powo- will becom even more 
popular. But it takes a person of good and clear mind to sail 
the tall ship. 

“So if you think of the modern tendency to the use of 
drugs and alcohol, there is no room for that kind of person up 
the rigging of a ship like that.” 

Admiral Boyle also took the occasion to answer a wide 
variety of questions on law of the sea, defence and wage 
restraints. 

Canada has on the East Coast perhaps the largest con¬ 
tinental shelf in the world with tremendous resources, not 
only fishery. 

★ ★ ★ 

Canada plans to extend its offshore fishing limlls to 200 
miles from 12 miles next year. 

“Right now, they’re probably being overfished,” Ad¬ 
miral B^le said, ‘"niat’s got to be controlled so that the 
fishery will last and not be destroyed by abuse. If the 200- 
mile limit and control will do that in the long term, then I'm 
aD for it.” 

Canada already Is patrolling beyond the 200-mile limit, 
“but we do that in a defence sense so that we know what’s go¬ 
ing on,” he said. 

“We also help the department of the environment. We’ve 
been carrying out fishery inspections. We’re doing that now. 
We fly over the ares. We report where the concentrations 
arq. 

"What we wait for with the law of the sea or with the 
declaration of the 200-mile limit is exactly what it will mean. 
And then I would expect the government would task us with 
carrying out certain of those roles, and if they do that, then 1 
think we will be only too delighted to do it.” 

The cost of patrolling a 2a0-mile zone depends on the ex¬ 
tent of the coverage planned and could run high, but Boyle 
did not discuss the cost factor. 

"It's a matter of when we know what the rules are. Then 
we would know what additional we might have to do. And 
that would depend on what the government asks us or directs 
us to do.” V 

At the present time, he said, “we are hard stretched to 
do all the things we have to do and do them well, but we 
manage.” 

Nearly 66 per cent of the Canadian defence budget goes 
to pay personnel, compared with the equivalent of 25 per cent 
in the Soviet Union, he said. EstimaM defence spending in 
1976-77 is 64.15 btUion. 

The Russians already “are 41 per cent ahead of us in 
money that they have for new equipment and operating it. 
That makes a very big difference to capability." 

Restraint in wage demands are necessary if Canada is to 
continue competing in world trade, he said. He agrees with 
those who feel Canada is pricing itself out of th marketplace. 

"I personally believe that is happening." he said. 

“If our wages are much higher, our pilots have to be 
more expensive and people will not buy a product when it’s 
more expensive. 

“I look for the cheapest good thing that I can buy. ru pay 
a little more if I know it's better. But if I'm looking for a 
product and there are two products exeactly the same in 
quality. I’ll buy the cheaper one if one Is cheaper. And this is 
what we'd better remember.” 

Would that mean that If Canada prices itself out of the 
marketplace. It would have to sell off more of Its natural 
resources instead of the finished product? 

"That's right. And then we really are selling our very 
soul when we sell our raw product ch^ly. We should be us¬ 
ing our raw product to manufacture and the manufactured 
goods should be sold. 

"And I'm sure this is appreciated. But if we continue to 
have excessive wage demands, we're going to be in trouble, 
if not already." 

In every sector, civilian as well as military? 

“In all sectors, yes." 


Operation Uganda recreated 


Saturday afternoon, July 3: A 
hot sun splashed across the 
beaches of Tel Aviv. Thousands 
of Israelis listened to the latest 
news from transistor radios. 

The broadcasts told them 
negotiations were deadlocked 
to free more than 100 hijack 
hostages held In Uganda, near¬ 
ly all Israelis or Jews. A ter¬ 
rorist deadline to blow up the 
hostages was less than 24 hours 
away. 

Israeli staff officers had been 
conferring with combat com¬ 
manders, gradually refining a 
Uganda strike plan. 

When experts decided the 
missloa was feasible. It was 
taken to Prime Minister 
Yitzhak Rabin and bis crisis 
team of top leaders who would 
take the blame if it failed. 

That Saturday afternoon, ata 
secret airbase outside Tel 
Aviv, squads of young com¬ 
mandos climbed aboard three 
troop transports. They were an 
elite unit of the braeli army. 

Loaded with guns, ammuni¬ 
tion, command cars, 
stretchers. Mood plasma and 
koaher box lunches, the planes 
took off, heading south to 
Entebbe airport in Uganda, 
2,400 miles from Israel. 

Saturday evening: The 
rescue planes were airborne. 
Diplomatic sources in Uganda 
later identified them as three 
C-130 turboprop military tran¬ 
sports of a type sent to Israel 
by the United States during the 
1673 Arab-Israeli war. 

While the aircraft headed 
over the Red Sea, Rabin coo- 
ferred with Operation Ugan¬ 
da's planners at military head¬ 
quarters in Tel Aviv. Ttey had 
been at it since the hijack 
began Sunday, June 27, when 
Palestinian guerrillas seized 
an Air France flight after its 
takeoff from Athens on a 
journey from Tel Aviv to Paris 
with 2M passengers and a crew 
of 12. 

Israeli intelligence officers 
were computing options before 
the Air France jetliner landed 
at Libya’s Benghazi airport 
prior to its flight to Uganda. 

Between then and last Satur¬ 
day about 145 of the original

hostages bad been released. 

The Israelis flying to Uganda 
were well briefed on Entebbe 
and knew what they might en¬ 
counter. 

About 460 Israeli military ad¬ 
visers once helped President 
Idi Amin of Uganda build his 
army and air force, before 
Amin threw them out in 1972 
and put Uganda in the Arab 
camp. 

‘officers scratched together 
all they could find to update 
Entebbe data. Entebbe airport 
had changed since 1972. An 
Italian company had built a 
new airstrip and a modern new 
terminal," leaving the old 
building abandoned. The old 
bs^jlding held the remaining 106 
hostages. 

Gbosen to command Opera¬ 
tion Uganda was Brig.-Gen. 

, Dan Shomron. 39. chief of 
Israel’s infantry and 
palatroops. A veteran of three 
Middle ^t wars and years of 
secret commando raids. 
Shomron led the armored unit 
that completed the encircle¬ 
ment of Egypt’s 3rd Army in 
the 1973 Yom Kippur conflict. 

The assault planes flew out 
over the Red Sea In darkness, 
following a still-secret flight 
plan to landlocked Uganda. 

According to diplomatic ac¬ 
counts reaching Nairobi, the 
Israelis are believed to have 
flown from the Red See across 
Ethiopia and northwestern 
Kenya. Nairobi accounts also 
said a fourth Israeli plane was 
involved — an aircraft with 
civilian marks and carrying 
medical personnel. Sources 
said this plane landed for 
refueling at NdiroU before 
reaching Entebbe. 


LL-Col. Yonatan Netanyahu, 
leader of the squad that was to 
storm the Entebbe terminal 
and bring out the hostages, had 
given his final instructions. 

Netanyahu, SO, was born In 
New York, but was a veteran 
Israeli fighter. Wounded on the 
Golan Heights In the 1667 war, 
he spent a year studying 
physics and philosophy at Har¬ 
vard University, but returned 
to join Israel’s regular army. 

He was the only Israeli 
soldier killed in Operation 
Uganda. 

' Inside the terminal, the 
hostages settled down to their 
seventh night of captivity. Only 
five hostages were awake, 
playing bridge. Many of the 
rest were exhausted by beat, 
nerves, and diarrhea. Most 
were dressed in pajamas or 
their underwear. 

AlxHit 60 Ugandans were at 
the airport helping guard the 
hostages, the Israelis claim. 
Some were upstairs in the ter¬ 
minal, some surrounded It. 
More were around the control 
tower a few hundred yards 
away. 

The Nairobi accounts said 50 
to 60 Ugandan soldiers were on 
the scene. Ugandan soldiers 
presunuUy thought the Israeli 
planes were legitimate. Enteb¬ 
be airport was well lighted, ac¬ 
cording to diplomats, and the 
Israelis had little difficulty in 
landing. 

' At least two hijackers 
watched the door of the ter¬ 
minal. One was a blonde 
woman, identified os a West 
German. 

Hm sky raiders landed just 
before midnight. The official 
account of what happaoad next 


is locked In secret archives and 
may not be known for another 
25 years — the limit of Israel’s 
secrecy laws. 

But from available informa¬ 
tion this story can be pieced 
together: 

The ramps of the transports 
opened and troops in jeeps and 
command cars with heavy 
machine-guns raced across the 
tarmac before the hijackers 
grasped that an attack was on. 

Seven Soviet-made jet 
filters of the Ugandan air 
force parked nearby went up in 
flames. Hie Israelis were niak- 
ing sure no one pursued them 
when they left for home. 

The hostages playing bridge 
and the kibitzer dived for the 
floor as the rest of the hostages 
awoke in terror. Women rolled 
on top of their children to 
protect them as bullets hit the 
walls. 

Netanyahv's squad dashed 
for the terminal door. The 
colonel was hit by bullets from 
the control tower, and fell on 
the asphalt. His men cut down 
the woman and the second 
guerrilla guard. 

Diplomatic versions clr- 
cuiating in Nairobi were that 
the Ugandans had aided the hi¬ 
jackers from the start, supply¬ 
ing guard details when the pro- 
Palestinian guerrillas slept, 
giving them machine-guns and 
grenades and even taking 
orders from them. 

At least one panicky hostage 
leaped up and was hit In the 
crossfire. 

Troops spread out, gunning 
down U^ndan resistera and 
hunting the remaining bl- 
jackera. 

The strike force bad ao 
definite Information on bow 
many there were. They found 
seven and killed them without 
mercy. There, have been 
reports of 10 hijackers. If so, 
the fate of the other three is un¬ 
known. 

Within minutes, the shooting 
was over. Soldiers carried 
wounded hostages on their 
backs from the terminal. 
Others ran barefoot to the tran¬ 
sports, whoae enghiea were 
still runolng. 


The raid lasted less than as 
hour. 

The death toll — three 
hostages, the commando 
colonel, seven hijackers and 
about 20 Ugandan soldiers, by 
Israeli and Ugandan count. 

Sunday, In Tel Aviv the 
Israeli military command an¬ 
nounced: "Tonight Israeli 
defence forces extricated and 
freed the hostages.” 

About seven hours later the 
planes landed In Israel with 102 
freed hostages. Operation 
Uganda was over.

The Honorable Jeanne Ssuve. Minister of Communica¬ 
tions. In a speech on June 2nd, 1976, concluded that , "the 
continued federal regulation of the broadcasting system, 
Including the regulation of pay television. Is a crucial fac¬ 
tor In tha coherent and orderly provision of program ser¬ 
vices to the entire Canadian viewing public." The 
Minister stated In her address that It would be a maior 
task to devise a structure to maximize pay television's 
potential benefits tor the Canadian broadcasting system 
while achieving three ma|or oblectives: 

1. It must provide a range of programming which 
does not duplicate that now ottered by broad¬ 
casters end must do so without siphoning programs 
from the broadcasting system; 

2. It must ensure the production of high-quality Cana¬ 
dian programs which Canadians will watch; 

3. It gjust ensure that programs ere produced In 
Canada for International sale. 

In her speech the Minister also indicated that considera¬ 
tion should be given as to whether the pay television 
agency should be "a private corporation with extensive 
monopoly powers, a public corporation or a mixed cor¬ 
poration, Involving both private and public par¬ 
ticipation." 

The Minister,has requested that the Commission receive 
submissions concerning the development of a pay TV 
program agency. Accordingly, the Commission calls tor 
submissions on the form and function of an organization. 
Institution or agency to assemble, produce and acquire 
programming for distribution to licensed broadcast un¬ 
dertakings for pay television on a national or regional 
basis In English and In French. 

All submissions should be received by the Commission on 
or before September 1st, 1976.

Last run on Carey 
ends 33-year drive

Ed Williams made his last 
run of a .35-year career with 
B.C. Hydro’s transit dKision 
Friday morning. 

'Phe nuiet. quick-smiling fiO- 
yrar-old bus driver wheeled 
his No. 19 Carey bus into the 
.stop opposite the Town and 
Country .sho^Jiiing i-entrc 
where a company car waitbd 
to take him back to the de[)ot 
lor a presentatiem. 

He could have stayed on for 
another five years before the 
compulsory retirement, he 
said. 

"But, oh well, what the 
heck?" he shrugged. ’’You 
only live once." 

AFTER 8TINT8 as a pile- 
driver, working on suction 
dredges and driving trucks. 
Williams joined what was 
then B.C Electric on March 
12. 1941. 

'There were two bus routes 
then. Esquimau and Haultain. 
and W’’iliiams was assigned to 
the Esquimau run, essentially 
a feeder line for streetcars 
then in operation. 

The pay then was 55 cents 
an hour and he and the six 
drivers senior to him had 
every sixth day off. 

He chuckled as he recalled 
the old buses with the motors 
in front and mechanical 
brakes. It was a case of need¬ 
ing six arms to operate every¬ 
thing — and someone would 


h'lve to help Williams open 
the door 

WILLIAMS EVEN put in a 
short time on the stree t cars. 
something every driver had to 
do after the Second World 
War. 

As he began his last circuit 
from the Town and Country 
tiho|)ping ('entre, WlUiams 
said he had always wwnted to 
be a bus driver... 

'There were the usual waves 
to his fellow drivers along the 
route. A girl vontrolling traf¬ 
fic around a road construction 
crew on Carey Road blew Wil¬ 
liams a kiss and gave him a 
big smfle. 

"That’s my girl friend," be 
said with a lauj^. 

ABOIT THE only frighten¬ 
ing thing that k> 

him over the 35 years came 
when a drunk had him down 
on the floor. 

But the Victoria city police 
went to his rescue quickly. 

"They took him home on 
the sidecar of a motorcycle." 
Williams recalled. 

On the way back to town for 
the final time. Williams point¬ 
ed to a covered bus stop 
where he has picked up his 
Daily Colonist every morning 
at about 6. 

“No. no one has ever taken 
H. But I come along a couple 
of minutes after he puts it 
there." 

FURTHER ALONG. he 
broke Into a grin as he re¬ 
called a couple of weeks ago 


having to wake up a resident 
along the route because his 
horse had run knse. 

The chase.' said, lasted 
nearly to Wilkinson Road. 

Asked about rapid transit. 
Williams said he was sure the 
fiublic would be making mc^e 
use of buses. 

"When they get the lanes 
opened up for buses yDu'll see 
the peorde use them." 

HE WAS referring to spe¬ 
cial bus lines which are in 
operation in bigger cities. Vic¬ 
toria. he said, w’as not far 
from having the lanes, which 
would make tor faster trans¬ 
portation. 

"This pulling out iS' for the 
birds." 

Williams, who keefis slim 
walking to and from work 
("ail these guys should, they 
sit too much.") is also a gar¬ 
dener. fisherman. square 
dancer and chess player. 

"See this," he said, reai-h- 
ing Into his bag and puUlng 
out a pocketbook written by 
former world chess chanq)ion 
Bobby Fischer of the Enllgd 
States.

Three women backed 
as Democrat choices

WASHINGTON. D.C — 
Representative BeUa Abzug 
has endorsed the idea of a 
cabinet-level poet for women’s 
affairs, suggested three 
women as*runn^g mates for 
Jimmy Carter, and lak«i a 
swipe at tfie Democr a tic Na¬ 
tional Committee for not 
agreeing to have men and 
women equally represented at 
the 1980 Democratic conven¬ 
tion. 

The outspoken New Yoric 
Democrat said Connecticut 
Gov. Ella Grasse. Represent¬ 
ative Barbara Jordan (D) of 
Texas, and New York Lt. 
Gov. Mary Anne Knipsak 
should be considered as rice- 
presidential possibilities be¬ 
fore a roster of men which 
include several members of 
Congress. 

Mrs. Abzug told reporters 
that the proportion of women 
delegates at the Democratic 
convention this year would be 
only 34 per cent — down from 
38 per cent in 1972. 

Speaking of the absence of 
women in the U.S. Senate, she 
pointed out that the Senate is 
"the second most important 
centre of power in the country 
outside the IVhite House—and 
in a |X)wer struggle generally 
those in power don’t give up 


easily,” suggesting that party 
leaders have not been as 
"supportive” of women as 
they should be. 

"I look forward to the day 
when we have public funding , 
for everyone nmning,” she 
said — arxl not a choice made 
on the basis of financial back¬ 
ing by party or organized 
groups. 

A ban on U.S. arms sales to 
Arab countries until they 
agree to negotiate over the 
survival of Israel, also was 
suggested by Rtepresentative 
Abzug. 

Mrs. Abzug. who is running 
for the U.S. Senate, says: "I 
don’t think we should sell 
arms to Egypt and other Arab 
countries as long as they ref¬ 
use to negotiate and refuse to 


agree to the right of Israel to 
survive.” 

She suggested that the elec¬ 
tion of Democratic candidate 
Jimmy Carter as president 
might change the present 
"equal-handed policy” of 
arms sales to both sides 
"which makes them both feel 
more angry.” 

When she was asked 
whether Jewish voters felt it 
unsettling to hear Jimmy 
Carter "talk about Jesus so 
much,” she answered: "I 
haven’t heard that. What I 
have heard Jews and non- 
Jews discuss is his positions!— 
what his positions are on 
Israel or any other issue.” 

Mrs. Abzug said she felt 
"comfortable” with the idea 
of Jimmy Carter as president.

The disparity now is 2.6 per 
cent, but Vancouver fire¬ 
fighters are bargaining for a 
new contract that the union 
e.xpecls will widen the gap to 
nearly 18 jjer cent. 

The firefighters have con- 
sUtently argued that the haz¬ 
ard factor here is the same as 
ki Vancouver and Friday 
union counsel Dermod OKven- 
Flood gave the question an 
added twist. 

“Victoria has its problems 
that are peculiar to Victoria,” 
he said, describing it as “one 
of the oldest and windiest 
cities” — a place of old build¬ 


ings where 26 per cent ot the 
residents art retirad. 

“You only hava to look at 
the people who inhabit the 
buildings to realize that the 
firefighters have a hell of a 
job to shepherd them out.” 

He also alluded to earlier 
evidence that the department 
was undermanned and insuf- 
ficiqntly equipped to cope 
with any major fire at the 
tank farm on the Inner Har¬ 
bor. 

aty aolicitor Jakob de Vil- 
liers argued that Davie had 
no jurisdiction to consider an 
award surpassing the guide¬ 
lines in spite of what the AIB 
might have to say on the mat¬ 
ter. 

Both Owen-Flood and sec¬ 
ond union counsel. Robert 
Higginbotham, said the arbi¬ 
trator must faa.se his decision 
on the regulations of the Anti- 
IntUtion Act. but can make 
an excerition in the case of 
historical reiatwmahip with 
other groups of workers. 

Arguing that relationship, 
he noted that Victoria fire¬ 
fighters had been the best 
paid In B.C in 1964. but had 
since slipped to 24th among 34 
departments. 

All B.C. cities with popula¬ 


tions of 18,000 or more have 
better-paid firemen than 
toria's, he said. He blamed 
the city and the fact contract 
talks had been forced to arbi¬ 
tration in all but two of the 
last 26 years. 

De Vllliers said the cmly 
case for historical rela¬ 
tionship was with other fire 
dciMUiments in Greater Vic¬ 
toria and that.the firefighters 
couldn’t be compared to the 
ix)lice because they didn’t 
have the same employer. 

CarJ Anselm, chief-munici¬ 
pal negotiator for Greater 
Victoria, who wound up the 
city’s argument, said the fact 
Victoria firefighters dropped 
from best paid to 24th on the 
list proved there was no his¬ 
torical relationship. 

He also took issue with evi¬ 
dence Indicating Victoria fire¬ 


fighters faced a SO-50 rkdc of 
injury each year, noting the^ 
had fewer workers’ compen¬ 
sation claims than other city 
woricers. 

The firefighters had given 
figures for cases that didn’t 
require compensation claims. 

And it was no good, Anselm 
said, using figures for fire¬ 
fighter injuries in other parts 
of North America. 

He charged that the fire¬ 
fighters’ figures probably re¬ 
ferred to such cases as a 
"speck of dust in the eye or a 
Bandaid over a scratch” 
Incidents that might simply 
indicate hazards. 

Anselm also disinitcd 
claims that the Victoria de¬ 
partment was undermanned. 
He offered figures showing 
one fireman for every 623 Vicr- 
toria residents, while in Sui^ 


rey the ratio was one for 
every 1.764 and in North Van¬ 
couver, one for every 1,250. 

He also claimed Victoria 
firefighters were working in a 
city of ideai conditions and 
climate. 

He accused them of wanting 
to “cream” the beet iMtures 
from ail other contracts. 


The bearing began a month 
■go and was adjourned sever¬ 
al weeks fixr ttw last day of 
argument so that transcripts 
could be ocxnpleted and stud¬ 
ied by Anselm. 

It required nine days of evi¬ 
dence and argument and 
detit with more than & ex¬ 
hibits.

When an antique ia not an 
antique, the pAjblic has a right 
to know, according to a pity 
pc»ed amendment to Vio> 
toria'^trades Hcenoe bylaw. 

A second amendfnant ptt>- 
posad by Aid. WUUam Tindall 
would require auctioneen to 
accept the highest bid unless 
it is below the reserve bid 
which must be announced 
prior to bidding. 

'Hie amendment defines an 
antique as any item mope 
than 100 yean old^ vihich is 
the same criteria * used by 
Canada Customs in levying 
import duties.

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M. V. Chesnut’s 

Garden Notes 



Hiere are a dozen and one 
ways of managing a strawber* 
ry patch In the home garden, 
but the system that suits MY 
situation best is to maintain 
three separate beds. 

Every year, alter the crop 
has bm cleared, the oldest of 
the three beds is scrappy 
and turned under, along with 
its accumulated weeds. And 
every year, in August, a new 
bed Is planted out on well- 
manured ground, using rooted 
runner plants taken from my 
moat proactive plants. 

The purist among strawber¬ 
ry growers maintains special 
I plants for the production of 
runners. These selected brood 
mares are not permitted to 
bear as moch as one single 
berry — their bkissoms are 
all clipped off and their whole 
energy is directed Into the 
production of runners. Ihete. 
in turn, are thinned out until 
each mother plant is nourish¬ 
ing not nwo than three vig¬ 
orous children. 

This it the textbook way of 
doing things, and most of us 


must make do with less exact¬ 
ing techniques. Ihere are a 
lew tricks ot the trade we can 
borrow from the berry spe¬ 
cialists. though, which will 
give good replacement plants 
without too much fuss and 
bother. 

I'lDit. it isn't good policy to 
chop off alt the runners while 
the plants are carrying their 
crops, then take what oomes 
ailong Ul« in the sea-aon. A 
plant which is exhausted from 
a season of proiihc berry 
production just liasn’l the 
energy to develop good nm* 
ners. 

If we want vigor In next 
years' plants, retain a few of 
the earliest runners produced. 
This is because the early run¬ 
ners seem to have more 
oomph to them. Besides, we 
want our baby plants to get 
bom fairly early in the season 
so they wOl be nicely rooted 
and thriving by the time the 
new bed is made up in 
August. 

Not being purists, most of 
. us take our runner plants 


from plants which are already 
bearing fruit. According to 
the book, this is supposed to 
be teniUy exhausting to the 
mother plant-^ bearing hniit 
and runners at the saine time 
^ but to tell the truth. I 
haven't been able to spcA any 
difference. 

In any case, you will want 
to take your runners from the 
plants which bear the best 
berries, and you esn't tell 
v^hich are best unless you let 
them bear s<Nne fruit. 

In deciding how many 
plants are to be allowed to 
push out runners, it is a good 
idea to estimate the number 
ot plants you* will need to 
plant up this year's new bed, 
then grow twice at many. 

I say this because I find It 
is a good thing, at planting 
time, to have mart i^antlets 
on hand than you need, for 
this allows you to be some¬ 
what cho^. leleotinf only 
die best oi the lot and palm¬ 
ing off the rest on unsuspect¬ 
ing nelgl^ort. 

Ihts bustneas of being 
choosy Is the only way you 


can upgrade your strawberry 
patch, and It should bt ex¬ 
tended to selecting the mother 
plants for your runners. Avoid 
Hke the plague any which 
may look stunted, or have 
curling or yellow-edged 
leaves. In feet, if you find any 
such plants In your fruiting 
beds, they should be dug up 
and burned immediately. 

These art- symptoms of 
virus infections, and any won¬ 
dering sap-sucking insect can 
pick up the infection on her 
hypodmmk dingus and carry 
k to your heatthy plants. One 
sick plant is a centre of infec¬ 
tion which could devastate the 
whole strawberry patch. 

There Is no cure foi* the 
virus diseases, and it is just 
plain sMfUtss Co wait around 
hoping some quttr>kx>ldng 
strawberry plants will cure 
themsefvee or tomeho w grow 
out of their troik>lee. 

This is one good thing about 
the three-btd system. You are 
so rich In plants, you can af¬ 
ford to be quite ruthless in 
destroying evety suspicious- 
k>okli^ individuiQ.

If a shade of M^abna 
Gandhi eould return to India 
today, and if it were a smug 
and self-righteous Aade 
(which it would not bt). It 
would point an aoouslng 
hnger at Its former coun¬ 
trymen and say, "I told you 
so." 

Gandhi*was Immensely re¬ 
spected. revered in many 
quarters, but alio ridiculed 
for his old<faihioned and 
"badrivard" view of the In¬ 
dian economy. His philosophy 
of handicraft uid "back to the 
loom" was viewed by sociolo¬ 
gists and economists as ho¬ 
pelessly visionary and outdat¬ 
ed at the time. 

Well, the apinning-wheei has 
turned hdl circle in the years 
since his death, and only now 
are the experts beginning to 
recognize how threw'd and 


pracHcel the Mahatma was in 
his preaoriptkm for Indian 
prosperity. (And for prosperi¬ 
ty in other underdeveloped 
eouQtries throughout the 
world.) 

We are now learning that 
"machine intensive" and 
"labor intensive" economies 
art quite different animals, 
and that what works well for 
one wUl not woric well for the 
other The developed coun¬ 
tries are machine intensive In 
their production, which does 
indeed promote a high stan¬ 
dard of living tor the people. 

But. as Gandhi perceived, 
this does not moan that the 
same economy will have the 
same consequences in poor 
and overpopulated oountrics. 
Quite the contrary. 

Labor intensive economies 
aie what provide the most 


jobs for the most people in ■ 
places like India, as well aa 
much of Asia and Africa. 
When you bring modem ma¬ 
chinery into such a aocltty. it 
providas goods, but there is 
too Uttle effective consumer 
dtmvtd for them. If meny 
people are out of work. 

The rush to become an "ad¬ 
vanced" industrial nation it a 
matter of pride and powers 
hunger, nert a rational way of 
diroinishing the poverty of the 
people. Building huge factor¬ 
ies and power plants and wea¬ 
ponry systems may make the 
rich (and certainly the politW 
oians) richer, but it kiei^ the 
poor as poor as ever in under¬ 
developed areas. 

Not enough of this invest¬ 
ment capital filters down to 
the lower levels; not enough 
^ it employs human hands, 


especially among the un¬ 
trained and unskilled who 
need lobe meet desperately. 
Even China under Mao, with 
Its vast industrial pMitial. 
did not make this rash mis¬ 
take. 

We too essUy put people 
Into ilota labeled "Utopian" 
or "praotieaJ" before we 
graap all the long-«erm impli¬ 
cations of what they are pro¬ 
posing- Gandhi took the 
longer view, becauee as ■ 
statesman he was more inter¬ 
ested in the next generation 
than in the next eleotion. 

Like Jesus, he was more 
reverb than imitated; soon 
after his death, India took the 
exact opposite course, and the 
results are dismayingly evi- 
dmt only now that the dyna¬ 
mo has ^stroyed the epin- 
ning-wheel.

States Is a profoundly rehgious 
oountry. pdixid of tts menifeet 
destiny, delighted in its ap¬ 
pointed jeadership in evange¬ 
lizing the world In democrat¬ 
ic charity and justice, sure erf 
its divine appointment as the 
enlightener and saviour of 
mankind. 

The influence of' the Puri¬ 
tans, the Quakers, the Roman 
Catholics, the Reformed 
Churches. and especially 
'The Great Awakening” of 
1740, formed the foundation of 
the constitution and history of 
the U.S. 

The place of Jonathan Ed¬ 
wards in the American his¬ 
tory has been sadly neglected, 
while Geooge Whitefleld as 
the leader of "The Great 
Awakening” created the 
American identity, founded 
such . universities as Dart¬ 
mouth, Princeton. ar>d Bnpwn, 
and penetrated American so¬ 
ciety with a sense of common 
consciousness and destiny. 

Into that inheritance comes 
the deeply religious Sunday 
Schood teacher from the 
Southern Baptists. tough- 
minded. unsentimental, and 
supremely confident. 

He stands for American in¬ 
dividualism. a clean young 
man who can give leadership 
to American youth, free <rf po¬ 
litical patronage, indebted to 
no group or any single man 
for his political success, able 
to command loyal supporters, 
shresvd in his campaign plan¬ 
ning. dynamic in his appeal, 
and representative of the 
great heart d the American 
peopde. 

He comes at a time ot op¬ 
portunity when Ford and Rea¬ 
gan have split the Republi¬ 
cans almost beyond recovery, 
and when the U.§. desperately 
looks for a leadership in put^ 
lie. domestic and foreign af¬ 
fairs it can trust and follow. 

That shaper d American 
foreign policy. Henry Kis¬ 
singer. does not speak for 
America, and few feci that 
Ford controls American direc¬ 
tions. 

Jimmy Carter has promised 
the American people that he 
the American people that ha 
win not lie to the American 
peopli^ or ntisfead them and 
Americans feel that here is a 
man who will keep his word. 


Carter comes from the sim¬ 
ple Southern Baptist fun¬ 
damentalist faith and is not 
cauibt. up In “situational 
ethics” which permits lying 
when "necessary” or "expedi¬ 
ent.” He has the open style, 
the friendly handshake and 
warm spirit of the Southern 
Baptists, but he has brokefi' 
free of racial prejudice, and 
is a crusader for social justice 
and racial equality. He verba¬ 
lizes the aodal activism of the 
new fundamentalists while re¬ 
taining the evangeligal c(xi- 
servatism, „ , 

At the same time he Is free 
of the reputation of northen- 
stem Protestants for tough at¬ 
titudes to Jews end Oatlwiics. 

. and free also of the unin¬ 
telligible “process” theolco 
or the repugnant "God is 
dead” theology, all so poinUar 
in the northeast. 

Carter represents the plain 
man's faith with hfs evangeli¬ 
cal conversion and convic¬ 
tions. Strangely and paradox¬ 
ically enough, however, most 
who know'him warn not to be 
deceived by his gentle man¬ 
ner. that he is a strong men 
who makes tough decisions, 
goes his own way, and is a 
real rough fighter when op¬ 
posed. 

The U.S. would never ac¬ 
cept a sentimental “softie” as 
president. They want a man 
like Teddy Roosevelt who can 
speak softly, but carry a big 
stick. 

In the confusion created by 
moral relativism and the per¬ 
missive society wherein one 
"does his own thing,” Carter 
cannot afford to appear as a 
starry-eyed idealist who can¬ 
not deal with the hard reali¬ 
ties of international politics. 

How he manages to steer 
through all these dangerous 
political waters is a mystery, 
byl he does. Peibaps the most 
puzzling of his allies is the 
black wter wbo has formed a 
passionate attachment to him. 

Without some drarPatic jxib- 
lic turnaround. Jimmy Carter 
will become the next pres¬ 
ident of the United States. It 
is utterly astonishing from a 
number <rf points of view, but. 
after the disastrous choices of 
the professional politiciahs. it 
looks as If the people have 
decided to choose a president 
of their own.

Point, Metchosin, Langford 
and Strawberry Vale.

He was chaplain to the Ca¬ 
nadian Scottish ‘Regiment 
(Princess Mary’s) and 5 
(B.C.) Battery, RCA. for 1.1 
yean. "For 15 years he ivas 
chaplain of William Head fed¬ 
eral |>rison. 

He was honored at the re¬ 
union last month. To coon- 
memorate the three anniver¬ 
saries Father O’Brien put to¬ 
gether a souvenir booklet 
which tells the history of Ca¬ 
tholicism in the district. 

On its cover is a photo of 
the eight-foot statue of Our 
l..ady of Fatima which stands 
above the door of his church. 
It W’a.s carved in yellow cedar 
by artist Rudy Seifert.

The death of n Nanaimo 
man in a Victoria hnepitai 
IVlonday was due to casH^er, 
not a May 4 fire in another 
hospital, district coroner Ed¬ 
mond Jorre' de St. Jorre said 
I-Yiday. 

The coroner said an inquiry 
had determined the death 
Ernest Gamet Kelly, 73, was 
due to chest cancer. 

Kelly was a cancer patient 
in Memorial Pavilion at Royal 
Jubilee Hospital when a ftre 
in his bed May 4 left him with 
bums to one arm, one hand 
and one side of his hody. He 
was transferred to the bums 
unit at Victoria General Hos¬ 
pital and was recovering from 
the bums when he died.

w’ard. 

Burnaby General. Surrey 
Memorial, Richmond General,

The number outpatients 
seeking care for minor ail¬ 
ments has dropped drama¬ 
tically. assistant administra¬ 
tor Charles Riley said.

Kennedy replied that the 
airport is really a regional 
fyrtctk>n, as sho^^ by the fact 
that residents of Nanaimo 
represent only 37 per cent of 
airport users, according to a 
survey taken iast year. 

Aid. Ted Kelly said revenue 
figures for the airport might 
be substantially increased 
with the installation of night 
irghrtng and repaving of the 
runway, which the transport 
minister has Indicated It 
\^tjuld undertake il the region¬ 
al district took over the air¬ 
port.

No change of planners in mid-stream

NORTH COWICHAN - after 
spending $20,000 already, this 
municipal council decided this 
week to stay with the firm 
drawing up the Soutfiend com¬ 
munity plan, rather than 
change planners in mid¬ 
stream. 

North (Dcmichan council ap¬ 
proved a motion this week re¬ 
questing a meeting with Ker, 
^estman and Associates 
planner, L. ,D. Mazer, to dis¬ 


cuss the community plan 
which has been on the draw¬ 
ing board for cl^se to two 
years. 

At a meeting wit|i the mu¬ 
nicipality’s advisory planning 
commission last week, council 
was told by commission 
members to replace the 
present firm and hire an in- 
dependdnt planner. 

They claimed the c o m - 
mlnity plan produced in early 
1975 by the Victoria planner 
— but never approved by 
council because of residents’ 


criticism — was “inadequate 
compared to other comminlty 
plans” they had investigated. 

Aid. Dennis Hogan, who oj)- 
posed any suggestion of hiring 
another planner at this time, 
said at the council meeting 
tWs week that most important 
concern right now is -getting It 
completed. 

Cowichan Valley Region 
District planner, Ken Stinson 
will be invited to attend the 
proposed meeting with the 
Ker, Priestman and As¬ 
sociates planner and council. 


North Cowichan Aid.' Blr- 
gitte Meagher asked that the 
advisory planning commission 
be also invited to the meeting, 
but this wa.s strongly oppus^ 
by the rest of council. 

Meanwhile, a control policy 
on development in th^ com¬ 
munities of Oofton and Che- 
mainus has been established 
for a i)criod of six months. 

Council adopted a three- 
point policy this week In reac¬ 
tion to a recent study by its 
engineering consultants, 
which stated that present sew¬ 
age flcMt in both areas were 


exceeding the limits imposed 
by the B.C. Pollution (Jwtrol 
Board. 

There is also a shortage of 
municipal water in both Che- 
mainus and Crofton at the 
present time. 

Only a lone-lot subdivision 
will be allowed from parent 
properties served by the mu¬ 
nicipal sewer system, and no 
further subidvision will be 
consiJered for a period of at 
least six months. 

Infilling of existing lots 
served by municipal water or 
sewer will be restricted to the 


construction of one-and-t>vo- 
family dwelling \mits wdy. 

There will also be no exten¬ 
sion of water lines except to 
serve sbdivision of parent pro¬ 
perties being served by the 
municipal water system. 

The engineering study on 
sew'age treatment and dispos¬ 
al suggested three alterna¬ 
tives for sewage treatment, 
ranging in cost from $2.5 mil¬ 
lion to $5.7 millitm. 

Council has been meeting 
with provincial government 
officials concerning financing 
the proposal.

Inflation-impact lesson is purely elementary 


PORT ALBEmNl — The 
representative of a group of 
concemnd parents of students 
in a local elementary school 
discovered this week that, 
with the current rate of Infla¬ 
tion in the constructipn in¬ 
dustry, even when yc^ win 
you lose. 

The Gill Elementary School 
Parent Consultative Group, 
represented by Paul Mclnick, 
was told at ,a setooef board 
meeting that despite the fact 
that the addition of chan- 
gerooms and showers ad¬ 
jacent to the school’s gymna¬ 
sium had been approved over 
a year ago and included In 
this year's capital expendi¬ 


ture budget, the work would 
not go fortvard “in the fore¬ 
seeable future” because no 
reasonable tender (or the 
work had been received. 

The group had been press¬ 
ing for the addition for some 
time, and had earlier been as¬ 
sured that now it would pro¬ 
ceed.* 

However, the budgeted ‘fig¬ 
ure arrived at from engineer¬ 
ing design and architect es¬ 
timates lost year had been 
$54,000. 

The lowest figure received 
w hen the work was put out to 
tender this year was 988,000. 

The board had thus been 
advised, secretary-treasurer 


Julm Wright told Melnick, to 
abandon the project "for the 
moment.” 

Melnick a^eed t^at “it 
would be out of 'line” to at¬ 
tempt to add the difference to 
the budget at this time, but 
queried th^ board on the pos¬ 
sibility of eutting back on the 
improvements to come -closer 
to the budgeted figure. 

He had made his own sur¬ 
vey of 10 elementary schools 
in the district, he said, both 
rural arid city, and (caching 
the same grades as Gill. 

“I have been advised in the 
majority of cases by the ad¬ 
ministration at these schools 
that the shower iacilily was in 


fact used more by community 
groups using tlie school gym¬ 
nasia,” he* said. ”ltoe general 
feeling seemed to be that (or 
pupil Vue alone, the chan- 
grooms were a must, but the 
showers could be dispensed 
with. 

“Would it therefore be poe- 
sible, to change the require¬ 
ment to one changerooms 
only, since Tm sure a major 
portion of the expense is In¬ 
volved in the installation of 
showers?” 

School superintendent Ror 
Lyon said the original plan 
hud been the one approved by 
the education department, at 
the budgeted price, and that 
to change it “in any manner” 


w^ld require gojng back to 
the department for what could 
“essentially be a brand new 
project, aito one that the de¬ 
partment might not well ap¬ 
prove.” 

Reason for this, Lyon said, 
was that once the chan- 
gcrooms were added, without 
the showers, “it would be 
much more expensive to then 
add the showers later.” 

Melnick admitted that, 
being Involved in the con- 
structioQ businriis himself, he 
could well understand this. 

“Once you put in a concrete 
Hoot, you arc going to spend 
a bundle tearing it up again to 
install the necessary piping." 

Trustee June Kearney point¬ 


ed out that ”we arc seeking 
tite ultimate in these cases for 
each school in the district so 
that we can carry out the cur¬ 
rent program of making 
schools, and particularly gy- 
mansia, available for commu¬ 
nity use through the parks 
and recreatiwi commission.” 

On these terms, she said, 
she would find it a retrograde 
step to encourage only partial 
. completion of any phase of 
the work which would ultima¬ 
tely be required. 

'T realize it is possibly not 
good practice, but in the 
meantime, where do we go 
from here? .Vs it stands we re 
getting nothing,” Mclnick 
said. 


WrigM pointed out thai the 
GUI situation was not an iso¬ 
lated one. 

“We have projects at three 
different schools wtoere we 
have been advised to hold up 
until the construction situa¬ 
tion straightens out f^ovin- 
cially,” said. 

After further discussion, it 
was agreed that the best the 
board could do for the group 
under the present situation' 
was to assure it that it would 
be advised as quickly as pos¬ 
sible when some changes 
would occur. 

A motion was moved and 
approved on this basis.

that both School District 84 
(Vancouver Island Weat) and 
District 8S (Vancouver Island 
North) had at recent meetings 
approved the entry of District 
70. Port Albemi. into the col¬ 
lege. 

At the same time a letter 
was received from the chair* 
man of the North Isiand Col¬ 
lege council, that while a for* 
mal meeting of the councU 
had not confirmed acceptance 
the district as a partici* 
pant, he saw “no great dif* 
ficulty in obtaining general 
council approval.” and that 
the councU wiU be “most 
happy to welcome you to our 
college district.” 

Terrence Ryan went on to 
say, however, that two condi* 
lions of the a4)plication to join 
were an "exception” to coun* 
cil approval. 

The conditions in question 
had to do with the replace¬ 
ment of the district's director 
of adult education. Gerry Fry. 
who resigned at the end of the 
current school year. 

The school board had pro- 
ceded to advertise the posi* 
tkMi. Ryan termed the action 
"unseemly baste” since the 
coUege district was replacing 
such positions \Alth one of 
“local co-ordinators” with 
more comprehensive duties 
and ‘at considerably lower 
salaries.”' 

Since such an employee 
would be coming under direct 
coUege control within a year. 
Ryan said he did not feel it 
“unreasonaWe” the college 
have some say in the selec¬ 
tion. 

He wished the board to at¬ 
tend a full meeting of the col¬ 
lege council July 71 to discuss 
both “the broad features of 
participation” and the new 
appointment in particular. 

Trustee Bob Hoadley said 
the first commitment of the 
boahl was to "the community 
here” and that it was the 
board's respemsibUity to see 
the replacement was “capa¬ 
ble of carrying out the pft>- 
grams we know we r>eed and 
is of the level we know we 
require.” 

School superintendent Ron 
L>'on confirmed the college 
s^ary for the “local coK>r- 
dinator” position as set at 
between $23,000 and $25,000 a 
year, while the district was 
seeking an ioduidual in the 
$30.000-a-year class. 

Trustee Ron Burley fdt "we 
have set the requirements and 
wagsf for c<mducting our 
adult education the way we 
wish in the past” and saw no 
reason to ‘lose”' on the issue 
by joining the college. 

The board wras toM there 
were Instances in which dis¬ 
tricts within a college ran 
their own programs. Howev¬ 
er. Ly(m pointed out the new 
director would, on a re-direc¬ 
tion of his duties, necessarily 
join the coUege staff w’ithin a 
year. 

Discussion was suspended 
imtil the necessary reading of 
a bylaw to join the college 
vocational program came up. 

Trustee Gord Parker object¬ 
ed to third and final reading 
of the bylaw "until the matter 
of our adult education pro¬ 
gram is resolved.” 

Trustee June Kearney said 
^e hoped that the difference 
In opinion cn the adult educa- 
ticn question would not hold 
up “the first piece of house¬ 
keeping businm we are sup¬ 
posed to accomplish as a new 
member of the coUege.” 

Parker said Ryan's letter 
was “very 8t2X)ngIy worded” 
on the matter of the adult ed¬ 
ucation replacement, and 
added it might require that 
the district "opt out” oi the 
college adult education pro¬ 
gram. 

Despite further arguments 
by Kearney, and the interven¬ 
tion of chairman Marie 
Mosher in the argument to 
urge the board to 'get on with 
the bylaw now so it will be 
passed the Aug. 1 dead¬ 
line.” Parker's motion to 
table the third reading imtil 
after the July 21 meeting with 
the c3Uege was passed 4-3.

CX)MOX — Monotony In 
housing Oevelopmmts has 
spurred Comox aldermen to 
support a suggestion that the 
town needs a different zoning 
bylaw. 

As a result of a statement 
made by Aid George Piercy, 
amendments requiring con¬ 
tractors to vary house designs 
will be drafted into existing 
bylaws and presented to coun¬ 
cil for endorsement. 

“Although this will mean 
the introduction of yet another 
regulatum, it appears some 
contractors won’t do it volun¬ 
tarily,” Piercy said. 

His proposal included es¬ 
tablishing whether such regu¬ 
lations would contribute to 
higher pricas. 

In dbcussing the matter. 
Mayor Richard Merrick 
suggested that council could 
be accused of increasing hous¬ 
ing costs — as indicated re¬ 
cently by Central Mortgage 
and Housing Cbrp. civil ser¬ 
vants — but he agreed that 
some muscle was needed to | 
enforce variation. 

The proposed amendments 
would patterned after zon¬ 
ing regulations passed for the 
Lower Mainland municipality 
of Surrey. There, builders are 
restricted from repeating the 
same house design nKO'e than 
once on every third lot.

OTTAWA (CP) The fed¬ 
eral government has decided 
to instruct Its crown corpora¬ 
tions in Quebec not to c<»nply 
with that province’s Official 
Language Act (Bill 22). which 
Is aimed at making French 
the working language of busi¬ 
ness and industry. 

Instructions to this effect 
will be sent soon to the crown 
rorporations. a seniot official 
of the prime miniatet^’s ofllee 
said Friday. 

The nfficiai said Ottawa had 
no wish to become Involved in 
a legal battle with Quebec, 
but wouM insist that the fed¬ 
eral policy- on bilingualism 
prevail over Bill 22. 

"The issue is not whether 
someone will win or lose on 
the language questkm." he 
said In an interview. 

"The question is whether 
the federal crown corpora¬ 
tions operating in Quebec" will 
he good corporate citizens of 
Quebec and the answer to 
that is yes." 

Ihe Quebec government has 
drawn up rules for companies 
to acquire a "rertiflcate of 
francisation*’ based on the u» 
of French in fhe company. H 
is intended to promote French 
as working language at all 
levels of a company and to 
open management positions 
for French-speaking em¬ 
ployees. 

The certificate will only le¬ 
gally be required for those 
companies wishing to win 
government contracts or re¬ 
ceive provincial government 
assistance. 

The federal instructions to 
disregard the provincial law 
w1l! involve about ’20 crown 
corporations. Included are Air 
Canada, the CT?C. Canadian 
National Railways. Central 
Mortgage and Housing Cor¬ 
poration. Unemployment In¬ 
surance Commission and the 
Bank of Canada. 

In Montreal. Prime ,Min¬ 
ister Trudeau defended Trans- 
Minister Otto Lang’s bi¬ 
lingualism stand Friday on 
the French-language Radio- 
Canada television network. 

He called I.ang the most 
courageous defender of bilin¬ 
gualism among anglophone 
cabinet ministers, and said 
the agreeihent negotiated by 
the transport minister with 
two aviation tinions last week 
respected all the eHsential 
principlei^. "even if. at find 
glance, il appears difficult to 
swallow'.’’

Israeli envoy lashes UN 
for terror-fight failure

UNITED NATIONS — A 
German woman hijacker 
aboard the Air France Air¬ 
liner seized by pro-Palestinian 
guerriUas over Athens last 
June 27 declared. "Elvcry- 
thing is O.K.: the army is at 
the airpMt” when the plane 
landed at Entebbe ainiori in 
Uganda, the Security Council 
was told F'riday. 

Israeli .Amba.ssador Oiaim 
Herzog said the entire hijack¬ 
ing was one trf collusion from 
beginning to end the i>art 
of the Uganda govemmenl. 

He was addressing the 
council on the first day of the 
debate called by African 
countries following Israel’s 
commando raid on Entebbe 
airport which freed more than 
100 hostages. 

Earlier. Ugandan Foreign 
Minister Juma Oris asked the 
council to condemn what he 
called "brad’s barbaric, un- 
provokjCd, unwarranted 
aggression." He also demand¬ 
ed full compensation from 
brael for the loss of lives and 
property damage. 

Oris said Uganda • would 
never condone air piracy, and 
it is untrue that Ugandan 
authorities had collaborated 
with the hijackers of the 
French airliner.

Ugandan 
President Idi Amin had per¬ 
mitted the plane to land at 
Entebbe only when he was 
told il had fuel for 15 minutes’ 
flying.

He said Ugandan sol¬ 
diers who surrounded the 
plane when il landed weix* aN 
companied by five "amied 
Arab tcirorists" who em¬ 
braced and kissed the hi¬ 
jackers. then t(x>k part in 
guard duties and in negotia¬ 
tions. 

"AltAr the passengers had 
been concentrated in the ter¬ 
minal’s large hall." Herzog 
said, "Amin was seen em¬ 
bracing and shaking hands 
with the hijackers." 


In the first 34 hours, guard 
duty was done by Ugandan 
ti-oops and the hijackers were 
not in sight, he charged. 
When the hijackers returned 
refreshed, the Ugandan aol- 
diers aufjplied them with sub- 
machine-guns to guard the hi¬ 
jacked f>asscngers. 

The hijackers had two cars 
driven by Ugandans, one of 
whom was uniformed; they 
received logistic aid. sub¬ 
machine-guns. pistols and ex¬ 
plosives. and were given a 
mobile communications set. 

Herzog added that at the 
outset of negotiations. Amin 
dismissed the French ambas¬ 
sador and prevented him 
from making contact with the 
hijackers. Amin also warned

16,000 B.C. motorists who 
%xit)te Autoplan cheques that 
bounced Will have’ their car 
insurance l•an^■elIed if they do 
not pay up. Autoplan tfiokes- 
man Jerrold Beckerman said 
Friday. 

’Phe delinquent motorists 
are being dunned nrw for the 
full premium owed. The 25 


per cent deposit required of 
all motorists who paid on the 
instalment plan covers the 
basic insurance required to 
keep cars on the road. 

He said that 16.(N¥) out of 
170,000 first-instalment pay¬ 
ment cheques could not he 
cashed. 

One fCBU agent said the 
amount involved was $130,000. 


Beckerman denied a report 
that 70 per cent (rf premium 
cheques had not been called' 
up from banks because of 
computer malfunctions. 

He said there had been 
problems in programming the 
computer to call in instalment 
cheques from motorist's 
hanks. 

Beckerman said all the first 


instalment cheques have now 
been called in and that second 
instalment cheques are being 
called in now. 

Under the Hme-payment 
plan authorized by the provln-

The strike-lockout, which 
began June 30, has tied up 
about $2 billion in oonstruo 
tion and has put 40,000 
workers off the job. About 8S0 
companies are involved. 

Cement jnasons walked out 
of negotiations Thursday fol¬ 
lowing a demand by the Inter- 
natkmal Brotheibod Elec¬ 
trical \J^orkers for jjarity with 


higher-paid B.C. Hydro lina- 
men. 

'The basic trades group also 
accused Construction Latnr 
Helations Association, which 
bargains for the companies, 
of working behind tha 
scenes with the provincial 
government in anticipation of 
back-to-work legislation or¬ 
dering construction wcnicers 
back without a new contract.

Ed Williams made his last 
run of a 35-year career with 
B.C. Hydro’s transit division 
Friday morning. 

The quiet, quick-smiling 65- 
year-old bus driver wheeled 
his No. 19 Carey bus into the 
stop ojypositc the Town and 
Country shopping <‘entre 
^vhe^c a company car waited 
to take him back in the de[K>t 
for a presentati<Hi. 

He could have stayed on for 
another five years before the 
(ompulsory retirement, he 
said. 

“But, oh well, what the 
heck?” he shrugged. “You 
only live once.” 

AFTER STINTS as a pile- 
driver, working on suction 
dredges and driving trucks. 
Williams joined what was 
then B.C. Electric on March 
12. IWl. 

There w'ere two bus routes 
then. E^uimalt and Haultain. 
and Williams was assigned to 
the Esquimau run, essentially 
a feeder line for streetcars 
then in oj)cration. 

The pay then was 56 cents 
an hour and he and the six 
drivers senior to him had 
every si.xth day off. 

He chuckled as be recalled 
the old buses with the motors 
in front and mechanical 
brakes. It was a case of need¬ 
ing six arms to operate every¬ 
thing — and someone wxxild 


have to help Williams open 
. the door. 

WnXIAMB EV'EN put in a 
short time on the sRreeScan, 
something every driver had to 
do after the Second World 
War. 

As he began his last circuit 
from the Town and Country 
aho{)ping centre, Williams 
said he had always wanted to 
be a bus driver. 

There were the usual w.avea 
to his fellow driver* along the 
nxitc. A girl controlling traf¬ 
fic around a road construction 
orew on Oarey Road blew Wil¬ 
liams a kiss' and gave him a 
big smile. 

“That’s my girl friend,” he 
said with a laugh. 

ABOUT THE only frighten¬ 
ing thing that happen^ to 
him over the 35 years came 
when a drunk had him down 
on the floor. 

But the Victoria dty police 
went to his rescue quickly. 

“They iook him home <m 
the sidecar of a motorcycle,” 
Williams recalled. 

On the way back to town for 
the final time. Williams point¬ 
ed to a covered bus stop 
where he has picked up hi.s 
Daily Oolorrist every morning 
at about 6. 

“No, no one has ever taken 
It. But I ccmic along a couple 
of minutes After he puts it 
there.” 

lri.RTHER ALONG. hr 
hrd(e into a grin as he re¬ 
called a couple of weeks ago 


having to wake up a resident 
along the route because hts 
horse had run loose. 

The chase, he said, lasted 
nearly to WiHcinson Road. 

Asked about rapid transit.

Daytime TV Desperate 
For Changes of Form 


LOS ANGEUIS (AP) - The 
presence of some long-running 
soap operas and the absence of 
the kind of hoopla that sur¬ 
rounds night-time program 
changes gives the impression 
that little ever changes In 
daytime television. 

But take a look. In the last II 
months: 

• The 30-minute mould that 
nearly every program was cast 
in has been broken. Three 
serials now provide a full hour 
of heart throbs apiece every 
day and The Price Is Right also 
runs W minutes. 

• All in the Family, long the 
No. 1 series at nl^t, con¬ 
currently has become the No. 1 
daytime show. 

• NBC has Introduced a 
game show wiUi singing and 
dancing and a TV equivalent of 
the Dear Abby newspaper 
column, with celebrities par¬ 
ticipating. 

The rapid comings and go¬ 
ings are in part representative 
of Uie feverish competition that 
has always existed in daytime 
television. But some network 
executives also believe they 
reflect a demand by the 
audience for something other 
than the conventional soap 
operas and game shows. 

"Daytime is crying out for 
new forms,” says Michael 
Eisner, head of program 
development at ABC. "We 
have to be careful that we don't 
bore the audience to death" 

Daytime ratings don't show 
terminai boredom setting In, 
but Eisner and others at NBC 
and CBS say they sense a feel¬ 
ing of unrest In the audience — 
no doubt caused In part by the 


proliferation of syndicated 
game shows In the early even¬ 
ing hours. Those in the evening 
and during the day are lumped 
together when people complain 
about too many game shows on 
TV. 

So the networks are making 
efforts to provide something 
different. Madeline Bloom 
David, chief of daytime 
programming at NBC, believes 
lengthening some serials to an 
hour was one such step. It 
didn't create a new form but it 
does allow "more exploration, 
more Incisive characteriza¬ 
tions, more dimension.” 

She said NBC also had its eye 
on doing something different 
when it developed The Fun 
Factory, a new game show In 
which the contests spring from 
songs, dances and comedy 
sketches, and Take My Advice, 
the program In which 
celebrities answer questions 
from the audience on how to 
handle personal problems. 

More chapges may be on the 
way, althou^ ho one is sug¬ 
gesting that the over-all 
daytime look srill be altered 
drastically. 

ABC Is trying a dally half- 
hour variety show this sum¬ 
mer. featuring Don Ho and a 
regular contingent of enter¬ 
tainers chatting and perform¬ 
ing at Ho's nightclub in Hawaii. 

Ms. David, as she prefers to 
be called, says NBC Is In¬ 
terested In developing a 
conmdy-flavored soap opera. 
CBS is flirting with the idea, 
too. says the head of that 
network’s daytime depart¬ 
ment, Bud Grant. 

NBC also is looking Into 


presenting a period soap opera 
— although what period David 
won’t reveal. "There's not 
much that Is taboo now but bow 
about a time when adultery and 
divorce were strongly coa- 
demned by society?” 

Grant, for one. is skeptical of 
much of this professed ex¬ 
perimenting. 

“Hie number of forms that 
have worked in daytime over 35 
years of programming Is really 
quite limited in comparison 
with tbe number that have 
worked in night-time.” he says. 

"Tliat makes It difficult to 
come up with very many varia¬ 
tions. 

"Game shows, serials and an 
occasional rerun of a prime¬ 
time aeries are the forms that 
historically have worked in 
daytime. Not because the 
networks have any personal 
•take in those forms, but 
because they hold up — they 
are producable. 

"Doing 360 half-hour 
programs a'year requires a> 
form that Is producable,” he 
continued. "Game shows and 
the aerial are the two forms of 
original programs that are 
provable with any degree of 
quality. 

David uys that’s what NBC 
discovered when it tried out the 
David Steinberg variety show 
last December. Tbe network 
quickly saw that the interview 
segments merely duplicated 
other programs, and the com¬ 
edy routines couldn’t reach the 
level audiences had been con¬ 
ditioned to expect by the Mg- 
budget prime-time programs 
such as Tbe Carol Burnett 
Show. 
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Jacksons Stick 


To 30 Minutes 


LOS ANGELES (AP) - If 
anyone ever needed a hour to 
showcase their talent In a TV 
variety show one would think it 
would be the pertormer-packed 
Jackson family. 

Channel 9 
Funds 
'Critical' 

"We are In danger of a 
severe program cutback,” 
warns Dr. Richard J. Meyer, 
General Manager of KCTS/9. 
Public TY 9’s fiscal year ended 
June 30 and the goal of 3700,000 
from the viewing audience is 
still a long way off. 

Public TV 9 gels the majority 
of Its operating funds from 
viewer contributions, tax 
deductible both in the United 
States and In Canada. If the 
fiscal year fund raising cam¬ 
paign should fall short of Its 
goal, programming for the 
coming year may have to be 
curtailed. Tbe state-wide crisis 
in school funding has already 
eroded the station’s Income, 
and the only available source of 
additional operating funds is 
the viewing audience. 

Public TV 9 now has some 
35,000 members. If the current 
campaign can raise that 
number to 40,000 individuals 
and families in the Pacific 
Northwest, the crisis will have 
been averted. 

Sportscaster 
Again on Top 


Yet the five brothers and 
three sisters who are starrii^ 
in The Jacksons this summer 
on CBS televlsloo delibcratciy 
chose a OO-minute format. 

"We were offered an ^r 
but we decided to do half as 
hour," says Michael Jackson, 
17, who soared to fame six 
years ago as lead singer of the 
Jackson Five. 

"We’d rather just give them 
(the audience) a little — 
make them want more. Then 
they’ll be ready for us nest 
week.” 

The Jackson family was of¬ 
fered a weekly television series 
by ABC two years ago but 
Michael says they turned It 
down because they were too 
busy recording and touring to 
devote themselves to a one- 
hour TV show each week. 

They still are, he says 
another reason for the 96- 
minute format. The family 
taped the four CBS summer 
shows — tbe second of which 
airs toni^t — in less than 
three weeks. 

The five oldest sons of Jee 
and Katherine Jackson entered 
tbe national musical scene la 
1970 with a string of records 
that hit the top of the salen 
charts and ended the days when 
their father had to operate a 
crane in a Gary, Ind., sted 
mUl. 

The original group consisted 
of Michael. Jackie, now 35, 
Tllo, 3^ Jermaine. 30, and 
Marlon. 19. Brother Randy, M, 
joined them on tbe concert di^ 
cuit la 1973 and the three 
girls—Reble, 35, La Toys, 30, 
and Janet, 10—followed In 1974. 

Only Jermaine la not la the 
summer series. Michael says 
he was busy recording a solo 
album when they taped the 
•bows.

Once More With Love it a collection of tome 40^ tborl 
plecet about various kinda o( love. Many ol them were 
originally written (or Joan Sutton'a daily column bi the 
Toronto Star, or broadcast over her syndicated radio ibow. 
Writli« that It aimed at meeting' deadlines can have its 
drawbacks. For every profundity there are likely to be a 
dozen cllctaet, which insist on coming to mind much quicker 
than original tboughts, and there's little time to spend on 
pruning out the deadwood and polishing up what's left. 

But writing that's done with an eye on the clock also 
lends to be honest, straightforward and clear. It Joan Sut¬ 
ton's work can be taken as a (air example. (See her prose- 
poem "Tale Without a Moral" as a cate in point; It it imder 
n lines long and manages to contain, in that brief space, the 
essence of a particular man-woman relationship.) 

U Once More With Love can be said to have a unifying 
theme. It Is that love is "a word .. . vastly overused and 
greatly underworked." Joan Sutton believes in commitment 
— to love Itself, as well as to those whom we love. Her life's 
smbiUon, tbs claims. Is to ba "a loving woman”; ( 
this at a harder goal to achieve than "to be rich or famous, 
beautiful, worthy, educated, witty or any of the other labels 
that a mors worldly person mi^t covet." 

★ ★ ★ 

Tbs majority of the pieces In this book deal with sexual 
love, but several of them are about children, pets and 
friends. "Parenthood is a self-defealing Job. Tbs better you 
do It, the more quickly your child grows ... independent," 
she will aay, or "at of ri^t now, one of my careers baa cams 
to an end. I am no longer the mother of a newspaper car¬ 
rier.” 

One piece describes her pian to prepare an invitation list 
for her funeral, so that at the last she will "be surrounded 
only by loving friends. And friendly lovers.” Another in¬ 
structs the reader In the "gentle art of (Urtatlon: All good 
(lirtiiv la an end In Itself, not the beginning of something 
siae." 

Read all of one sitting. Once mors With Love It almost 
certain to seem repetitious and cloying. But in smaller doses 
it should have wide appeal for readers who prefer to do their 
thinking with their hearts. 

★ 

Betty Kennedy's Gerhard, A Love Story, Is also a book 
about lovt by a well-known radio (and televisioo) per¬ 
sonality, but its origin Is worlds away from Once Mors With 
Love. Betty's husband. Gerhard Kennedy, died of cancer 
after a nine months' illness in December, UTS. After his 
death she ainnply sat at her typewriter one day and began 
writing It an down, partly, one suspects, as a constructive 
reaction to her own grief, and partly for tbs take of others 
who are facing the challenge and problem of death. 

^ She begins with their last holiday together, when her 
husband first began U show signs of ill-health. Sbs describes 
their visits to various doctors and the deciaioo to try radia¬ 
tion treatments rather than surgery. Sbs dcKrlbes 
Gerhard’s determination to keep on going, their brief sum¬ 
mer vacation cot short by pain and further testa whlck only 
brought more bad news, and their gradual acceptance of 
what would Inevitably follow. 

Together the Kermedys planned a September ssrvics of 
thanksgiving with their family and friends and chose a burial 
site In the Gatineau Hills. Ihey arranged for a he a d st one. 
Gerhard said his good-byes to everyone near to him; he gave 
Betty a farewell gift of a brand new car (It contained a taps 
deck and taped music from the films he had produced), and 
be went into hospital at the end of October and died there, 
five weeks later. 

Gerhard, A Love Story is, of course, a book about Ihs 
fact of death. But it's also. In the truest posalbis sense, a 
book about the vitality of love. Tbs love which tbs Keniedys 
shared with each otlw and with their childreo and friends 
was (and is) at least as real a presenca in their lives as Ihs 
fact of Gerhard's death. "My beloved Gerhard has left me a 
legacy of strength, courage, and pure wonder at Ufa. And 
that irill help me to survive," declares Betty Kemedy at the 
closa of her book. ,_ 

Gerhard, A Love Story, la roost likely to be read by older 
people who are concerned with the proMem of death. But it 
abould be required reading (or all young people who need to 
know how to live while there's stUI time.

Two m(re different books on 
a single subject — Vancouver 
— could hardly bs imagined 
than Barry Broadftwt’s coffee- 
tabis picture book and Chuck 
Davis’ densely packed Infor¬ 
mation extravaganza. 

By far the moat intriguing is 
by Davis, who was the general 
editor and all-round potter- 
together of The Vancouver 
Book. 

Packed srith Items about 
almost — but not all — con¬ 
ceivable facts relating to the 
Greater Vancouver area, 
Davla' opus is tbs Wboie Earth 
Catalogue reduced to 
metropolitan proportions. 

It’s really a book for and 
about Vancouverites, but 
anyone eiss wbo sronders bow 
the city and environs Uchs 
should love It. 

’The size of a toffss taMs 
book, it Is bound Uks a paper¬ 
back and Ihs pages are really 
BOlhIng better than good 
quality newsprint. 

And that’s all the better, for 
this Is a book made (or thumb¬ 
ing through, for stopping at any 
page and reading up on some 


odd bit of information. Hie 
thing is really a Mepbonebook 
of facts, ralhsr than names, 
and sprinkled Uberally with 
black-and-whlts pictures, line 
drawings and maps. Davis is 
a sort of a minor renaissance 
maa la the media field about 
Vancouver. He has worked for 
the CSC as an announcer, 
covered cowboy music for the 
Sun, srorksd (or the nesrs eide 
of Channel I, and most recently 
was top dog on a papular late 
afternoon CBC radio 
program. He quit his radio 
chore at Us height to plunge 
Into organizing Ite Vancouver 
Book. 

Vammivar’a social planning 
department cmmnlssianed bit 
project — and city ratepayers 
have been wen rewarded.

Man's Internal 
Police Force

In the days of Hippocrates, some 1,4(10 years ago, the 
physician's role was very different than tt Is today. 
Hi^itals were c heerful piMWs, redolent with sweet sea- 
breezes, where (lute-players stroDed between fragrant- 
smoking censors — the aim was to lull patients out of their 
(Hstress, so they could relax Into a state of well-being 
wherein their ailing bodies could set about healing 
themselves. 

Today, things are dUferent. We dlN>iay lltUe faith In our 
Innate recuperaUve powers; Instead, we turn unthbritingly to 
the awesome array of tieatmenta that modern medical 
science provides. Yet the real essence of medicine has 
changed little since HIppocratee’ time. "To cure a 
disease, not Just treat It,” Dr. Ronald J. Glasser reminds us, 
"yoa must help the body to do It itself. It Is the body that is 
the hero, not sdenoe, qot antibiotics, not machines or new 
devices." 

The Body Is the Hero Is a lucid and utterly fascinating In¬ 
troduction to the human “Immune system" — the internal 
police force which guards us against microbes and other 
hostile invdders. It has taken over a blUlao years lor this 
system to evolve; its beginnings can be traced back to the 
primordial seat that suported tbs Oicketing nuileculet of 
protodtfe which were our eorleet anceetors. Then, tt today. 
It was lifeeat-llfe; only the fitteet survived to past their 
powers of resittance on to their descendants. 

"Ufa Is still vrhat it always has been, a battle of 
molecules, of our own chemistry against the Invaders’.” But 
only In the present century have we begim to understand the 
mechanisms of this age-M warfare: and only In the last 
generation have we achieved sufficient Insist to kindle 
renewed respect for our body’s awesome capacity to defend 
Itself. 

Before that, the focus was almost entirely on the In¬ 
vading bacteria. ’The bacteriological approach dominated 
medicine, becoming “a new dogma, a new tyranny,” from 
which physician and patient were hiud-press^ to extricate 
themselves. It was an age of little faith in Man’s natural self- 
healing powers. 

In this regard, many doctors ore a generatiou behind tbe 
times — still obsessed with socalled wonder-drugs to tbe 
point of forgetting the limited role they actually play In heal¬ 
ing. "Antibiotics only buy time. ’Th^ hold organisms in 
check, they retard their growth, they may even kill a few. 



but in the end It Is the body itself that must destroy what 
organisms are left, roust dean up the battlefield, seek out 
and destroy that last final microbe." 

But the focus Is shifting. "Medically speaking.” says 
Glasser, “we are living today In the age of iirununoiogy.” 
Once a^dn, ptaysiciaos are coming to realize that their role 
is to supplement and rrinforce their patients’ self-healing 
capacities, rather than attempt to take over and usurp their 
natural funettone. 

Meanwhile, researchers are beginning to make headway 
in understanding and treating once-baffling "auto¬ 
immune diseases,” in which the immune system turns on tbe 
body's own Ussues. Familiar examples are hay fever, 
rheumatic fever, and rheumatoid arthritis — not to mention 
some kinds of anemia and perhaps also multiple sclerosis, 
immunology may even bold the long-sought key to tbe secret 
of cancer, which usually takes root only after the Immune 
system, which appears to be a natural safeguard against It, 
has bem significantly weakened. 

All this and much more is treated in detail by Glasser, 
with an enthusiasm tt would be tactless to label "litfectious.” 
For The Body Is the Hero Is above all a bracln^y healthful 
reaffirmation of the basic principle of Hippocratic medicine: 
“We are as much a part of our diseases as we are of our 
health. Tbe task of the physician today is what tt has always 
been, to help the body to heal Itself.’’

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Lindbergh: The Riddle of a Split

George 8. Kaufman and John P. Mar- 
quand wert caUaboratlng on a drama version 
o( Marquand'a novel, “The Late George 
Apley", when the name of Charlea A. 
Lindbergh chanced to surface. 

I V Both Marquahd and bis wife had ap- 
j peared with Lindbergh on the America First 
Committee which preceded the United 
States' entry into the Second World War. 

' Kaufman, on the other hand, a Jew, had 
reason to despise Lindbergh, whose 
enthusiasm (or the Nazis had brought him 
beyond the brink of anU-Semitism. 

Kaufman, who had forgiven Marquand 
lor his “acoewbld^." ashed the novelist, 
"Why do you nssociate with people like the 
Lindberghs?" Marquand thought for a mo- 
I ment and replied, “George, you've got to 
I remember that all heroes are horses asses." 

I True or not—and the weight of evidence 
'■ certainly favors Marqnand's cynicism— 
Charles A. Lindbergh was an alinmt classic 
ezample of the enigmatic man and this 
I htogiaphy, tmperfect though it may be, 

I rehashes the atnodance of fact and memory 
I that "The Lone Eagle" managed to be both 
admirable and contemptible. 

Ihls Is, in fact, the strength and the 
weakness of Leonard Mosley's new book. A 
competent ewough journalist, Mosley offers a 
well-researched ehroaolagical account of 
Lindbergh's life and tim^ but there is a 
vacuum of new or fresh Insights into the 
curious schfiophrenla of Us subject The 
reader will fnid no ready answer here to the 
conlinuiag mecaialloa of whether Lindbergh 
was a chihHike, direct character with a one- 
track mind or an immensely complicated 
man—or, perhaps, a little of both. 

The heroic side of Lindbergh has been 
documented before, notably in "We", in 
which, with a profeasianal collaborator, be 
cashed hi on the sensation of his trass- 
Atianttc flight of Uf7, anl U Ua nuchlater, 
more refeictlve book, "The Spirit of St. 
Louis,” still a powerful! account of his con¬ 
tradictory life and outlook. 

If Mosiey is content to let the facts speak 
for theiuaal^e rather than to sqilain or 
I- ratlonalim the Lindbergh psyche, it must be 
admitted Ibat he has a remvhable story in 
these biograpbical details akne, readable 
and engrossing for the younger reader and 
bringliig back some indelible memories for 
the older.

senger of them, carrying the word. To others 
he was a rebel against the sbabbiness, 
cynicism, cheapness and injustice of their 
riiuhy world, challenging the system by 
which they lived. 

The more experts swore be would kill 
himself, the more their dreams rode with 
him. And from the moment the Spirit of SL 
Louis took off bon the mud of a Lnig Island 
alrfiaid into the misted sea, be became a . 
symbol of their own hopes and ambitions, a 
bright tight In r muiky world. 

“To millioos of simple people,” Mosley 
concludes, accurately, "he was no longer fly¬ 
ing for Umself but for humanity: he was not 
simply (lying to Paris, but blazing the trail to 
a better me. S he Mled, they woaU softly 
and realize that their hopes lor Urn had been 
toe good to he true. But If he sonde It, a halo 
would not be too nnuch foC him." 

That halo, of course, was to become a 
crown of thorm tnd L i ndbergh's subsequent 
espousal of the strength of the fast-building 
military power of Hitleriam, vastly Inflated 
by the cakstating ardStecIs of the Nasi 
movement so that Lindbergh became a 
valuable, if nwitUng, tool of propaganda la 
Europe and America, now seems an un¬ 
characteristic development. 

Yet it must he remembered that bis 
doctrine of non-involvement was shared by a 
majority of Anwicans. Mosley's evidence 
makes it clear that Lindbergh's addUrallon 
and awe for the Nazi air and land areapons 
was rooted in his own hosiility (or socialism 
and the USSR and ^ his belief that Germany 
was invincible. His four trips te Germany 
between lUt and 1S30, at a time when he was 
hi votuntary exile in England, incladlng the 
visit in which he was decorated ky Field 
Marshal Herman Goring with the Service 
Cross, the German Eagle (which he never 
returned), grew into an impasskned crusade 
te keep the United States eut of a 
"European” war. 

It was a crusade that was to lead him Is 
the ultimate lunacy of an apologia (or the 
Nail “solution" to the Jewish "prddem" and 
to cast a long shadow, perhaps forever, on Ms 
stature as a legitimate hero. 

True, when war came at last to the 
Usitod Shoes, he voliaiteered Us services and 
certainly the kidnappiog of the Lindbergh 
kahy and his subsequent devotion to the causes 
of world ecology, were factors in earning him 
public sympathy, yet he was never to fully 
o verco m e his enrira allianee with Hitler's 
global madness. 

Mosiey, an Englishman, reveals the kind 
of love-hate relationship that, perhaps more 
than aqy public fimre of this age, stifl lingers 
to the puhHc mini That he was a compMa 
arM courageous individualist, so evident la 
the stoic way he met death In the Rawsliaa 
retreat be shared with Anne, emerges as ths 
aae valuable clue to the riddle of his life. 


An endaring nument s( triampk 


remembers vividly, playing tennis as a teen¬ 
ager, when a boy came mmiiiig across the 
courts, crying “Undy made H! Lbaly made 
it!”) and much of that ancient excitement is 
recrqitured In this book. 

Looking back on it, it's odd, perhaps, that 
this event should have made sii^ an impact. 
After all, the Atlantic had been crossed by 
airplane in 19U when John Alcock and Arthor 
Brown flew from Newfoundland to IrMand, 
though the distance was under 1,0110 miles as 
opposed to Lindbergh's S,gOILmUe "bop.”

Richard Armour picks the best 
of books for children 
as suggested reading program 



Before I stick my neck out, 
let me eiqiress my gratitude 
for one thing. I am ^[ad I am 
not a giraffe. 

Though I have talked or cor¬ 
responded with four children's 
librarians, two reference 
librarians, and one educator 
who is a specialist in children’s 
reading, I know many will dis¬ 
agree with what I am about to 
(write. 

They will think I have left out 
the very books I should have in¬ 
cluded — their ow^davorites. 
They will also question (as I do 
myself) my age and grade 
groupings. But this is ineant to 
be only a starter and a 

stimulus. ,_ __ 

What I propose to do, in tUs 
article, is to suggest what 
books a child should have read 
by a certain age or by a certain 
grade in school. These are 
books that, if they are missed, 
will leave a gap. Something 
will have been lost in transi¬ 
tion. 

ft is a kind of checklist for 
teachers and. even more, for 
parents. They can find out 
whether their child has read 
these books and, if the child has 
not. suggest they be given a 
try. Maybe the child will like 
them; maybe not. But most 
children do, and that is why so 
many of these books are con- 
side^ classics. 

First I would like to mention 
some (by no means all) of the 
books that should have been 
read, or read to. a pre-school 
child or, as the child’s reading 
skill progresses, by a child up 
to age S or 10 and perhaps in 
third grade. Here (hey are, 
with a few comments on each. 

t. For the youngest, pre- 
•chool, and a bit bdyond: 

"Goodnight Mooi,” by 
Margaret Wise Brown. A book 
to be read at bedtime, telling of 
a bunny who bids goodnight to 
the things in his room. 

“Mosher Goose.” There are 
many collections of these 
timeless rhymes, with various 
Illustrations, along with books 
of similar nursery rhymes. 

“The Tale of Peter Rabbit,” 
by Beatrix Potter. This has 
b^ a classic since it appeared 
In IWl. 

“Make Way for Duckliags,” 
by Robert McCloskey. A book 
that can be read to a small 
child and then read by the 
same child several years after 
with new enjoyment of 
the story and the art work. 

“The Story sf Babur, the Ut¬ 
ile Elcpbaal,” by Jean de 
Bnuihoff. The several books 
about Babar, the French 
elephant, written and il- 
hM^ted by de Brunboff, ace 
longtime favorites. 

“Johnny Oow’s Garden,” 
with Illustrations by Leslie 



Brooke. Ncmsense rhymes that 
are fun. 

“Millloas of CaU," by Wanda 
Gag. An unusual story of an old 
man who tries to And a cat for 
company and eventually is 
overrun by millions of thm. 

“Where the Wild Things 
Are.” by Maurice Sendak. Full 
of imaginative dreams. Its il¬ 
lustrations by the author might 
give nightmares to an adult but 
not, oddly, to a child. 

2. With some overlapping 
with the first group, for ages 6 
to 10, roughly up to third 
grade. 

“Winnie-the-Peeh,” by A. A. 
Milne. Also “The House at 
Pooh Comer” and other Milne 
books. 

“The Adventures of Piuoc- 
(hlo,'* by (^rolo Collodi. An 
everlasting favorite, translated 
from -the Italian, about an 
adventurous wooden puppet 
who becomes a boy. 

“The Story of Ferdinand,” 
by Munro Leaf. About a very 
special bull who liked to smell 
flowers, and what happened 
'because of this. 

"Madeline,” by Ludwig 
Bemelmans. One of several 
modem classics about a little 
girl inn Paris boarding school. 

“And to Think That i Saw It 
on Mnlberry Street” and “The 
m Hats af Bartholomew Cab- 
Uns,” by Dr. Seuss. Two of the 
earlier Dr. Seuss books and I 
think the best. Full of humor, 
absurdity, and those inimitable 
Dr. Seuss drawings. 


“The Snowy Day,” by Bxra 
Jack Keats. A warm, simple 
story about a city boy and his 
enji^ent of playing in the 
snow, 

"Charlotte’s Weh" and 
"Stuart Little," by E. B. 
White. Two fanciful and 
memorable stories by a highly 
skilled writer. ’ ' 

“Mr. Popper’s Pengaias,” by 
Richard T. and Fiorence H.- 
Atwater. A humorous nar¬ 
rative about a house painter 
and his penguins from the An¬ 
tarctic. • 

I have started with books for 
preschoolers who might havUF 
to be read to and moved up to 
the nine- or ten-year-ohts in the 
third grade. There is much 
variation in reading skill and in 
interests, and my classification 
is meant to be flexible. 

Now 1 come to a period in (he 
reading life of young people 
which is even more indefinite 
or indefinable. By the end of 
this second period, a period 
which is from about age 10 to 
age 13, or from^ about, third 
grade to sixth, there is more in¬ 
dividuality and overlapping 
than ever. 

By age }3, considerable 
maturing has taken place, and 
I hesitate to be specific about 
what all young (but many no 
longer think themselves to be 
young) readers should read. 

So it is with even more 
trepidation than before that I 
suggest the books one can liope 
young people have read by the 


time they are 13 and are in the 
sixth sr seventh grade. ^ 

Once again, parents can ask 
their children, "Have you read 
these books?” But once again, 
and even more than svith the 
younger children, should 
not press these books upon 
them. Suggest, yes. Demand, 
no. This becornes more true 
with each year of maturation. 

Here are tbe books: 

“Aesep's FaMes.” These 
fables, probably not all actual¬ 
ly written by Aesc^. hold the 
reader’s interest with the story 
and lead up to a moral that is 
as applicable today as It was in 
ancient Greece. 

"The Ea^erer’s New 
CMhet,” by Hans Christian 
Andersen, Or "The Ogly 
Dackitag” or "The Little 
Match Girl” or almost any of 
Andersen’s 160 fairy tales. 
.Many of these might be en¬ 
joyed for their story by the 
earlier reading group, but the 
allegories and morals, like 
those in “Aesop’s Fables,” 
have more impact with slightly 
older readers. 

"The UoB, the Witch, and 
the Wardrehe,” by C. S. Lewis. 
A tale of fantasy about a noble 
lion that frees a magical land 
from tbe spell of the White 
Witch. 

"The Wind la the Willows," 
by Kennelh Grahame. Another 
fantasy, this one about Mr. 
Toed and Us animal friends. A 
classic for sure. 

“The Hobbit,” by John R. R. 


Tolkien.' A story Of adventure 
in a far-off land that appeals to 
old as well as young. A book for 
all ages or, as Tolkien fans 
would say, “a book for the 
ages.” 

"Alice’s Adventures In 
Wonderland’’ and "Throagh 
the Leokiag Glass,” by Lewis 
Carroll. 

"Ultle House la the Big 
Woods,” by Laura Ingalls 
Wilder. Also her many other 
books of log-cabin life in 
Wisconsin. Close-to-tbe-soil 
Americana. 

“The Secret Garden,” by 
Frances Hodgson Burnett. A 
touching story of children and a 
garden with special powers. 

■‘Tom Sawyer” and 
“Hackleberry Flan," by Mark 
Twain. Tbe first la a little 
easier: the second can be read 
at a fairly early age and then 
read later for wiuit was missed 
the first time. 

“Little Women,” by Louisa 
May Alcott. A family story. 

“Complete Noaseasc Book,” 
by Edward Lear. Full of absur¬ 
dities. There is a time to lau^, 
and the sense of humor,~like 
the imagination, is strong in 
young people. 

"The Jangle Book” and 
"Jait So Stories,” by Rudyard 
Kiting. 

“The Phantom Tellbooth,” 
by Norman Juster. A fantasy 
that it a favorite of mine 
because of its loving play with 
words. 3

Marguerite Henry, Madelein 
L’Engle, Eleanor Estes, am 
many another. 

It is difficult to be selectivi 
when one gets to the reade 
who can read almost anything 
as an intelligent, well-taugh 
13-yearold can. By that age Uv 
young reader should have rea< 
enough to be aware, consciou.'^ 
ly or subconsciously, of th< 
writer’s style, and to catcl 
literary allusioos. 

The reader’s special interes 
will have emerged: in scienci 
fiction, mystery stories 
biography, the anima 
kingdom, or whatever. In fac 
the reader nuy be ready fo 
adult novels, drama, am 
poetry. 

The young reader will be al 
the more ready, as well a 
stocked witllJkiemorable W|ord 
and thoughia and character 
and scenes, .if he or she ha 
read some, if not all. of th‘ 
books I .{with thanks to Uu 
children’s librarians who bav. 
advised me) have listed above 
These are just a lew. Fo - 
more, I refer the paren 
(teachers would already knov 
about them) to such referenc 
works as “Best Books loi 
ChUdren ” and “Growing U) 
with Books.” The problem - 
and this is what led to my un 
certainty at the outset — is tha 
children vary greatly in thei' 
reading ability at any par 
ticular age or in their grade a 
school, and they also var 
greatly in what interests them 
Most, but not all, I have dis 
covered, like animals, fantasy 
and humor, v 
My one caution, repeated, 1 
not to .thrust books or 
children, not to say, “Yoi 
must read this,”- but rather " 
think you would like 'this.' 
Freedom and guidance shouh 
be intermingled. 

The main thing is to keep th< 
young reader reading — am 
enjoying. So much the better 
however, if the books read an 
of lasUng value, books that wil 
be remembered and perhap: 
reread at a later time with nev 
Insights. 

Have you missed some o 
these b^s yourself? Yoi 
might still enjoy them.
